We should bo glad to learn that the 
ramours were verified, which ‘liave 
from time to time reached us, of the 
favourable mauner in which tho move- 
ment for the establishment of a system 
of registration of public companies in 
the British Supreme Court here, has 
been received at the Foreign Office. The 
appearance of an additional Order in 
Council embodying what they have 
been asking for, would be oxtremely 
pleasant to the merchants and othors 
who have iuterested themselves to 
procure for Shanghai the facilities 
which are possessed by Hongkong and 
Tudia. There is, of course, the difference 
between these places and Shanghai, 
that all residents in them are subject 
to British law, whereas, here, each is 
Vunder tho law of his own particular 
State. But as by far the greater 
f our traders and residents 
ish subjects, tho peculiarity 
that peoplo of other nations dwell here 
under their own Jaws and ralers, ought 
not to hinder the Foreign Office from 
affording to their countrymen the same 
legal privileges ns they would have at 
Home, or in the Possessions and 
Culonies. Wo kuow that objections 
woro offered to tho rogistration of 
juint’ stock compauics here, by sorae 
persons who feared there might be 
diicully in dealing with sharoholders 
who wero not British subjects. This 
referred chiefly, or almost altogether, 
to those who might be shareholders in 
companies which it became necessary 
to wind up, either under the Court, or 
by other modes of liquidation. But 
auch cases are not likely to occur 
frequently, aud there is no reason to 
believe there would be more difficulty 
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in dealing with them when the com- 
panies were duly registered than 
now when they are not. Many com- 
panies have been wound up here in 
whioh peoplo of various uationalities 
wore shareholders, and wo do not 
remember a oase in which that gave 
rise to any trouble or loss. Besides, 
we should think that the Consular 
Courts of all the treaty Powers would 
order that effect should be given to 
the contracts, into which the subjects 
or citizens of their States had entered. 
And wo understand that the powers to 
do this exist already in the hands 
of the Consuls of the chief Powers, 
Tho English law of reserved, or of 
limited liability, is vory nearly similar 
to the commercial law of Germany, 
France, and America, and an extension 
of it to Shanghai would no doubt bo 
agreeable to the representatives and 
citizens of those uations. At present, 
the several Deeds of Co-partnership 
afford but a very incomplete organisa. 
tion to our local companies, and tho 
efforts made by the Directors of tho 
principal of these to obtain the meaus 
of legal registration here, are proofs of 
the neoessity of powers to effect this 
being granted to the British Court. 
The objections which were formerly 
entertained against the principle of 
limited liability companies are now 
seldom heard. Such companies have 
proved ‘their utility, aud that their 
principle is adapted to the commercial 
spirit of the age. Tho evils which ai 
apparently inseparable from them, as 
from every other form of enterprise, 
are more than counterbalanced by the 
good which they effect, They allow 
of the profitable employment of money 
in advoutures that might not be under- 
taken at all if they were left to be 
dealt with only by large capitalists ; 
they define the risks of shareholders ; 
aud they enable those who are wealthy 
and those whose means are moderate, 
to obtain better returns for their money 
without inourring heavy and dispropor- 
tionate liabilities. At present there are 
too fow investments bere for people 
who are not rich, and it would be ensy 
to indicate many safe undertakings 
which would add to the general 
prosperity, and are not likely to be 
proceeded with except by joint stock 
companies. In several of these the 
Chinese might be expected to become 
aharebolders, as they did in tho 
receutly formed Water Works Com- 
pany. Registration of that Company 
was made in London, as it could 
not be effected here, whereby useless 
expenses were thrown upon its pro- 
pristors ; particularly in the necessity 
of forming a Board of Directors there, 
whose functions will be quite nominal, 
Auy other new company would require 


to do the same or remain imperfectly | 


incorporated, and in the position which 
our present companies desire to be 
rolieved from. If a sufficient meaus of 
registration of joint stock companies 
was obtainable here, many usefal and 
profitable undertakings would be pro- 








ceeded with, In its absence they may 
be delayed or abandoned. It is not 
probable that speculative or delusive 
schemes will find favour, at lenst with 
the present community of Shanghai. 
‘Those which would extend the iudustries 
of the place and provide additional 
facilities for ite commerce aro most 
likely to obtain support. There aro 
some manufactures which might be 
introduced with good prospects of 
snocess, as labour is cheap, plentifal, 
and good. Then tho !ast commercial 
treaty with Germany will uccessitnte 
the erection of large bonded ware- 
honses, and perbaps additional wharf 
accommodation, aud it may be that 
these will require a system of tram. 
ways over the three Settlements. 
The extension of trade on the upper 
Yangtsze which will follow the opening 
of Chuug King in Szechuen, will afford 
employment for more steamers than are 
now plying on the river aud open a 
romunerative Geld to a joiut stock 
shippivg company. Several more auder- 
takinga might be mentioned as of a 
kind likely to find favour with prudent 
investors, and to be proceeded with by 
joint stock companies; but it is not 
our object now to point out these, and 
we have merely alluded to the fore- 
going as types of the classes of schemes 
which would probably be brought 
forward if companies could be registered 
here. Some of these may be proceeded 
with under the preseut insecure syste, 
bat the position of shareholders will 
always have some unnecessary danger 
attached to it, and in consequence the 
fair value of the shares will be unob- 
tainable.- A share in an unregistered, 
unlimited company, must always 
be depreciated to some extend on 
account of the risk attached to it, 
Our neighbours in Hongkong have 
benefited greatly by their joint stock 
enterprises, most of which, it is uot 
too much to say, would nover have 
been undertaken by private capitalists; 
and we believe that the samo good 
results would follow here from the 
possession of the means of registering 
public companies

Don Ramiro Gil de Uribarri, First 
Secretary to the Spanish Legation at 
Peking, arrived on Wednesday by the 
MLM. Co.'s steamer Yangtsé. 

Dr. Martin, the President of the Tung 
Wen College at Poking, who is now in 
Europe on leave, has been requested by 
the Chinese Government to study the 
various systems of education in force in 
the West, and to make a report thereon. 

According to the London and China 
Express Mr. Russell Robertson, who was 
called to the Bar by the Middle Temple on 
the 11th ultimo, was to leave immediately 
vid San Francisco, to take up the appoint 
ment of Judge of the Consular Court in 
Japan, which he is to fill until the return 
of Mr, Rennie, who is on leave. 

Dr. Ho Kai, brother-in-law of the Hon, 
Ng Choy, Barrister-at-law at Hongkong, 
has obtained at Lincolu’s Iun the 100-guinea. 
exhibition in equity, or what is regarded 
by mauy as the Blue Riband of the law 
prizes. When he receives his wig and 
gown he is expected to return to Hongkong. 

‘The Address to the Crown, praying that 
a monument to Lord Beaconsfield may be 
erected in Westminster Abbey, with an 
inscription expressive of the high sonso 
entertained by the House of his rare and 
splendid gifts, aud of his devoted labours 
in Parliament and in great offices of State, 
was cartied in the House of Lords without 
opposition, and in the House of Commons 
by 380 to 54 votes. 

Among the passengers who arrived 
on Tuesday by the M.B. Co.’s steamer 
Nagoya Marx was Commodore Shufeldt, 
late Commander of tho United States 
frigate Ticonderoga, who has received the 
appointment of Naval Attaché to the United 
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States Legation at Peking. It has been 
said that he has entered into an engage- 
ment with Li Hung-chang to reorganise 
the Chinese Navy. According to tho Inter- 
Ocean's special correspondent at Washing- 
ton, ho brings the ratified Chinese treaties, 
but what'he really comes for and what he 
is really expected to accomplish eventually, 
is said to be tho oponing of the ports of 
Corea to the world. Nothing is said in 
Amoriean papers of his rumoured engage- 
ment with the Chinese. Information 
reaches us from a reliable source that 
Commodore Schufeldt has not come to 
China with the intention of serving the 
Chinese Government in any capacity 
whatsoever. He has brought with 
the treaties with the United States lately 
ratified by the Senate; but the negotiation 
of a treaty with Corea is, we are informed, 
the principal object of his return to the 
Far East, 

Yokohama newspapers contain an 
obituary notice of the decease, on the 
Lith inst., of Captain N. W, Haselwood, 
R.N.R., for many years commander in the 
sorvico of the P, & 0, S. N. Company, at 
the age of 62 years. Captain Haselwood 
was known to most residents of China and 
Japan, by whom he was much respected. 
The loss of the Hinlostan, under his 
command, was a severe blow to this careful 
and skilful commander, and Captain Hasel- 
wood seems never to havo recovered tho 
shook, Mr. A. H. C. Haselwood, account 
ant, and for some time acting manager, of 
tho Hongkong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation at Yokohama, received the 
melanicholy intelligence of his father’s death 
by telegram. 

Wo hear that a scheme is in course of 
preparation in Shanghai for a tramway 
from the Enst Gato of the native city 
along the Bund to Hongkew. 

‘An onquity was commenced yesterday 
at the Custom House to investigate the 
circumstances connected with tke recont 
Joss of the C.M.S.N. Co.'s steamer Han- 
Kwang. Representatives of the Press were 
oxcluded, but we hear that the Court 
consisted of Mr. J. H. Hart, Commissioner 
of Customs, Captain J, S Murray, of the 
P. & O. steamer Nepaul, the Navigating 
Otticer of the U.S.S. Steatera, and Captain 
A. M. Bisbee, Harbour-master. 

An enquiry was held yesterday afternoon, 
by R. A. Mowat, Esq., Acting Chief Justice, 
to investigate the circumstances attending 
th death of a Lascar named Baboo, one 
of the crow of the ss. Moray, who had 
been found drowned in the Svochow Creek. 
From the evidence it appeared that 
Avceased and three of his shipmates yot 
leave to yo ashore from their ship on the 
2st inst., a privilege which they mace 
use of by all getting intoxicated. The 
case was considered to be one of accidental 
drowning, and an order for burial was 
given. 

‘Wo understand that the Rev, V. C. Hart 
of Kiukiang has recently met with a party 
of crane-fishers, concerning which Dr. 
‘Maegowan published some interesting facts 
through our columns a few months ago. 
‘The information that Dr. Macgowan then 
solicited has now no doubt been secured. 
Wo observe that the Field, in copying our 








paragraph on the subjects, suggests that 
the bird employed asa fisher or retriever 
is a heron or crane. 

‘A telegram dated London, the 18th May, 
states that advices from St. Vincent state 
that details have been received there of the 
disaster to the sloop-of-war Doterel, which 
was blown up at Sandy Point in the Straits 
of Magellan, involving a loss of 143 lives. 
There were two explosions, the first sup- 
posed to have been the bursting of a boiler 
used in condensing sea water. ‘The second 
was in the forward magazine. The vessel 
went down bow foremost in eight fathoms 
of water, in threo minutes, and nothing was 
seen after the second explosion except a 
few planks, The survivors saved their 
lives by jumping overboard after the first 

i ‘They were rescued by boats 
ng vessels and the yacht of the 
Bishop of the Falkland Islands. Commander 
Evans jumped through a porthole and was 
taken from the water much lacerated with 
broken glass and wreckage. The engineer, 
who escaped, was not on duty, 

Two Imperial edicts, says the Japan 
Mail, Intely issued in China and Japan 
afford some food for conjecture to persons 
who attach importance to coincidences. 
The first appeared in Peking early in the 
present month. It ordered thatall military 
men of standing should hold themselves 
in readiness to be called on. The second 
was communicated a short time ago to the 
Kwazoku of Japan by HE. Iwalura in the 
Emperor's name. It directed that as many 
of the young nobles as possible should 
take service in the army or navy. 

Some Japanese gentlemen on the 20th 
of May purchased for their Government 
six thoroughbred colts in tho celebrated 
« blue-geass region” of Kentucky. 

News has beon received from Paris to 
the effect that the Anglo-French Union 
Bank, Limited, having sixteen branches 
and a capitalof fr.12,000,000, has suspended 
payment. 

‘The following circular relative to the 
Chinese tael has been issued by the United 
States Treasury Department to Collectors of 
Customs and others:—By the Department's 
decision of 10th December, 1875, Synopsis 

350, based on au estimate from the 
Director of the Mint, Collectors of Customs 
were instructed to value the Shanghai 
tacl, in which invoices of merchandise from 
China might be made out, at the rate of 
$1.35 per tael. It having been claimed 
that this estimate was too high, the 
Department has obtained a report upon 
the subject from the Director of the Mint, 
who states that the value of the tael, 
estimated at its commercial or market 
value, as ascertained from quotations for 
silver in London, is $1 21.6. ‘This value 
will be adopted hereafter by Customs 
ollicers for the tael joned in case of 
importations or withdrawal made after the 
date of this instruction, and the value 
heretofore attached to other Chinese taels 
will be reduced in the same proportion. 

‘This season's Indian tea crop is estimated 
at from 51,000,000 Ibs. to 53,000,000 Ibs. 

‘The conspicuous success that has attended 
the efforts to educate Australian tastes 
to an appreciation of Indian tea will be seen 
by examining the following figures. ‘The 
whole export of Indian tea to Australia in 





























the year 1878-79 amounted to 62,487 Ibs. 
in 1879-80 this had risen to 85,994 Ibs.; 
during the year 1880-81 it advanced at a 
bound to $07,608 Ibs. But perhaps the 
same facts are even more strikingly 
brought out by the last trade returns com- 
pleted, those for March last, In that 
month 131,357 Ibs. of tea wero exported 
from India to Australia ; that is to say, 
tho export of this one month was moro 
than half as much again as the total export 
for the whole year 1879-80, and more than 
double that of 1878-79. ‘The export for the 
month of March in those two years had 
amounted to 4,942 Ibs. and 3,440 Ibs, 
respectively. 

According to the Darjecling News, red- 
spider is rapidly increasing on the tea plants 
in that district, in fact it was never known 
to be so bad. Rain was much wanted, 
From Messrs, Carritt and Uo.’s Fortnightly 
Market Report it appears that the first 
sales of now season's tea were held on the 
12th May, when 2,834 packages were offered, 
2,025 of which changed hands, A consider- 
able quantity of half-chests and small 
boxes were included among theso, so that 
the actual quantity sold was equal to 
about 2,000 chests only. ‘The quality of 
some of the invoices from Darjecling and 
the Dooars was fine, but the few parcols 
from Cachar were of very indifferent 
quality. ‘There was a good enquiry for all 
teas with point in cup, but the thin 
liquoting lower grades, especially Cachars, 
attracted little attention and wero difficult 
of sale, As compared with last year's 
opening rates, we quote good and fine teas 
2d, to 4d. higher, while teas costing under 
about Is. 5d., excepting a few flavoury 
Darjeolings, wero generally 14d. to 2d, 
lower. ‘Tens costing 11d. and under, sold 
at about last year’s opening rates, The 
soason still continues very backward, and 
most violent storms have awopt over parte 
of Darjeoling and of Assam sinco date of 
our last report. Calcutta was also visited 
with a storm of almost unprecedented 
violence on the night of the 11th instant, 
causing considerable damage to property.— 
We quote the following satisfactory par: 
graph from the Australian Trade Review, 
dated 9th Aprit last :— “Indian Tea—Tho 
sale of tho 18th March was a most import. 
ant one, the quantity sold being over 
3,000 packages, the bidding brisk with full 
values maintained. ‘This, after the distribu- 
tion of previous shipments among the 
consumers, seems to indicate that the 
introduction of these teas is a success, #0 
we may now look forward to far larger 
shipments during next season.” 

Messrs. Adamson, Bell and Co, inform 
us that the s.s. Norfolk, from Hankow, 
passed Woosung on her way to London 
at 8 o'clock on Sunday evening 19th inst, 
‘There are now no ocean-going steamers at 
Hankow. 

Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co, 
inform us that the ss. Glencoe left Port 
Said on Sunday. Last year she left Woo- 
sung at 9.30 p.m. on the 23rd of May 
and left Port Said at 2.30 a.m. on tho 
20th of June, occupying 27 days 6 hours 
for tho passage. This year she passed the 
Red Buoy at 0.30 p.m. on the 24th of 
May, and half an hour after noon on the 
19th inst. she was exactly 26 days from 
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‘Woosung. Tho telegram does not state the 
time she left Port Said, but simply that she 
“sailed on Sunday night.” She may 
reasonably be supposed, however, to have 
beaten her last year’s time between the two 
points named by at least a day. 

‘Tho following report of the steamer 
Loudoun Castle, from Hankow for London, 
with new season's teas, which arrived at 
Singapore on the 6th inst., is cut from the 
Straits Times :—27th May at 2 a.m., cast 
off from the hulk at Hankow and proceeded 
down river, At 8.30 p.m. on same day 
anchored for the night below Hen Point. 
On 28th at 4 a.m., weighed and proceeded, 
bringing up for tho night at 9 p.m, at 
Kiangying. Weighed again: at 4 a.m. on 
the 29th, and reached the Centaur Buoy at 
9 a.m., anchoring there for rise of the tide, 
Hove short at 1 p.m., and proceeded, and 
at 5 p.m. anchored again at the Beacon 
Flats, awaiting tide. At 10.30 p.m. weighed 
and proceeded across; 12.80 a.m. on 30th 
May, abeam with Tungsha Lightship, 
and discharged pilot. Thursday, 2nd June, 
at 1.45a.m., in 18° 30’ N., and 114° 46 
E., observed'a light flashing on starboard 
bow bearing 8.1. by W. Bore down for it, 
‘and came upon a boat belonging to steamer 
Elgin, which vessel, en route from Saigon 
to Hongkong, had been wrecked on the 
Bombay Shoal on the morning of the 28th 
May. ‘Took all hands on board out of the 
boat, comprising Captain Miller, Mr. 
Mitchell,” chief engineer, W. Shields, 
onkey-man, an Aunamite woman, a 
Chinese woman, 13 Chinamen, and one 
child, Attended to wants and comfort of 
the castaways; procesded, and at 6 a.m, 
on 6th June, moored alongside of Tanjong 
Pagar wharf. 

‘The Pacific Mail steamship City of Tokio, 
on her last voyage from Hongkong, with 
1,040 Chinese passengers on board, 
narrowly escaped being wrecked near Point 
Diablo, while steaming into the harbour 
of San Francisco. She was under tho 
charge of Pilot Thomas H. Barber. A 
donse fog prevailed at the time. Captain 
Cobb, feeling tho jar and the grating on 
the keel, at once assumed full control over 
the vessel, aud issuing his commands, 
ordered the engineer to back the engi 
at full speed. His orders being complied 
with, the steamer escaped from her 
perilous situation, aud rode safely to 
her anchor at the Pacific Mail Dock. 
A force of divers was set at work 
to make a thorough examination of the 
keel and other parts of the vessel below 
the waterline. After au investigation 
which lasted upward of an hour, they 
reported that the only damage sustained 
was a slight grazing or abrasion of the keel 
in the forward patt of the steamer. The 
damage was merely nominal, and did not 
interfere with the sailing qualities of the 
vessel. At the time she grazed she was 
drawing 18 feet 8 inches of water forward, 
and 23 feet 6 inches aft. The firm 
of Williams, Dimond & Co. made a 
thorough examination of the whole affair 
and its causes, and were to render their 
report to the U. S. Inspector of Hulls.— 
‘Thisfine vessol, under command of Commo- 
dore Maury, left San Francisco at 3.54 
Pam. on the 23rd May, and with ordinary 
‘but not very favourable weather during 









the passage, arrived at her moorings at 
Yokohama on the 10th instant; time, 17 
days, 7 hours and 33 minutes, the fastest 
westward passage made with one exception, 
that of the Oceanic, which accomplished it 
once in 17 days 4 hours. 

‘The wreck of the C.M.S.N. Co.'s steamer 
Hankwwang, including the boilers, was sold 
at auction on Tuesday by Mr. GG. 
Hopkins, for Tis. 42% 

We hear that the three-masted schooner 
Mary, which was submitted to sale by 
auction yesterday by Messrs. Mackenzie 
and Co,, was sold for Tls. 4,100, Mr. Watts, 
for the Taku Tug and Lighter Company, 
being the purchaser. 

‘The P.ALS.S. City of Peking, which left 
Yokohama for San Francisco on the 27th 
ult., took 92 first-class passengers, aud 
1,043 in steerage. Among the former 
were—Bishop Raimondi, Hon, and Mrs, 
W. Keswick and family, Miss Churchill, 
Sir Samuel and Lady Baker, Rev. Mr. 
and Mrs. Talmage and the Misses Talmag 
Miss Noyes, Sir A. Stepney, and Mr. H. 
H. Nelson. 

The British barque Hotspur, Captain 
Jack, was towed into Hongkong on the 
12th inst. by the steamer Yottung in a 
disabled condition, she having experienced 
the full fury of a typhoon on the 28th of 
May, while at anchor in the roadstead of 
Quanghai, coast of Cochin-China. It 
appear that the vessel began to drive, and 
Captain Jack was compelled to cut away 
the masts to prevent her from being driven 
among the breakers. After the masts were 
cut away tho vessel managed to hold ; and 
ultimately the steamer Yottung called in, 
took the Hotspur in tow, and brought her 
to this port, vid Touron. Fortunately the 
hull of the barque has not sustained 
material damage : she does not leak, and 
it is hoped that sho will soon be refitted. 
Part of her cargo, sugar, is destined 
for Hongkong, and as little or no 
damage sustained by it, the lucky escape 
of the vessel may be imagined. One 
curious point about the storm is this, 
althouyh it must fairly be put down as a 
part of the gale telegraphed from Manila 
as going in a westerly direction, aud is the 
same as that experienced by the various 
steamers in the vicinity of the coast of 
Cochin-China about that time, no warning 
is said to have been given by the barometer 
of the bad weather. The Hotspur hada 
narrow escape of being entirely Jost with 
all hands, and the cutting away of her 
masts in time saved both ship and crew— 
which is rather creditable to both officers 
and men. We believe the Yottung charged 
$6,000 for the four days’ towage.—China 
Bait. 

The Turkestan Gazette publishes news 
from the town of Tchugutchak, which says 
that an announcement has been mado by 
the Chinese Government to the effect that 
Russian merchants are free to trade and 
send caravans to Tchugutchak and all 
towns in western China, and that the 
robbery of their caravans or interference 
with the traders will be punished with 
death. Later advices from Shikho and 
other froutier towns tend to the belief that 
that this announcement was not known 


there. 





















A telegram from St. Petersburg to the 
Continental Correspondence mentions a 
report that the Russian Government has 
decided to begin, in the spring of 1882, 
the preliminary works for the construction 
of a railway from Tashkend to Peshawur, 
80 as to establish direct communication 
between St. Petersburg and Calcutta, 
“As is known,” says the Correspondence, 
“it has been afirmed that the English 
Government has already declared itsolf 
willing to have an interest in the under- 
taking.” 

A correspondent at Singapore writes to 
Land that “coal has boon discovered in 
workable quantities nearthat town, Several 
seams have been found in cuttings through 
Mount Palmer, and speculation is already 
rife as to the probabilities of tho yield. 
Boring is unfortunately an expensive 
operation in that district ; but the import- 
anco of coal-fields to a port like Singapore 
can hardly fail to produce the necessary 
enterprise for their proper working should 
further investigation show there is « 
probability of a rich yiold.” It is rather 
singular, as the Daily Press well remarks, 
that we have seen no roport of this 
discovery in the Straits Times, which is, 
generally speaking, a faithful chronicler of 
current events, 

Auextraordinary occurrence was brought 
to light on board the Liverpool barque 
Junak, Captain Hoodhouse, while in the 
Brunswick graving dock, where she had 
been docked to be re-coppered, Upon 
examining the vessel’s bottom when the 
water was run off, a large rupture was 
noticed in the copper, which, on closer 
examination, was found to have been 
caused by the sword or spear of a largo 
fish or sea monster. It must have struck 
the ship with terrific force, as it is deeply 
‘embedded in her timbers, under the counter 
and abaft the waist, whoro it has penetrated 
through wood of Italian oak to a great 
depth. ‘This encounter of the ship and 
xigantic fish must have occurred in tho 
Indian Ocean, for ono evening, about eight 
o'clock, whilst about the latitude of tho 
Island of Mauritius, an unexplained shock 
created much wonder. ‘the pumps were 
sounded soun after, but no increase of 
water was perceptible in the ship. Te will 
be remembered that only two or three 
mouths back a vessel on the China coast 
was pierced by a sword-fish in a similar 
manner to the above, if 

The following paragraph will interest 
holders of Arizona mine shares :—Tho 
parties that took hold of the Rainbow, 
formerly the American mine, Chipps Flat, 
Sierra county, California, sunk a shaft 
270 feet, ran a tunnel 900 feot and struck 
a ledge 20 fect from where the surveyor 
located it.

THE FRENCH COUNCIL AND THE SICCAWEI 
ROAD. 

Aurgouenthe French Municipal Council 
has a fair number of non-French 
members, and the French Consul- 
General has an equal voice with the 
otter Consuls in the administration 
of this community, the two Settlements 
aro almost as much separated, as far 
as regards Municipal affairs, as if they 
wore divided by a son instead of by a 
very uarrow canal with numerous 
bridges. A large proportion of the 
Jand on tho French Concession ia owned 
by residents on this side, and a large 
proportion of the commercinl affairs 
transrcted on the south of the Yang. 
king-pang is directed from tho so- 
called English Settlement; but for all 
that, intervention with French Municipal 
affairs from this side in any shape 
is almost unkuown. ‘The meetings of 
the Fronch Council are never reported 
in our newspapers, alihough the only 
journals now published in Shanghai 
are in English ; and a majority of our 
population would have a difficulty in 
saying at once who is tho President of 
the French Municipal Council. We 
walk on the French Baud it business 
or pleasure call us, Wo aro only too 
glad to attend balls or theatrical per- 
formances in the maguificont hall of 
the Municipality. We pass through 
the Settlement if the sacred thirst for 
curios impels us into the native city ; 
but beyond that wo take little interest 
in the internal affairs of our sister 
Settlement, not from any feeling of con- 
tompt, but from a happy indifference to 
affairs that are not closely our concern. 
We know that the Bund is in some 
respects a model to our own, that the 
stroote aro fairly paved and lighted, and 
that order is well preserved, Wo hear 
that foreigners are not heavily taxed, 
and we are satisfied with tho hope that 
tho inhabitants whom it does coucera 
are equally pleased. But as long as 
the French Municipal Couucil does 
nothing to interfere with our comfort 
or enjoyment we willingly acquiesce in 
thoir governing themselves without our 
interference. 

‘No one oan dony that this is a very 
desirable position of things. ‘There are 
oconsions, however, when the action of 
the French has a gravo interest for us ; 
the wharfage-dues question produced 
one of those occasions. We should 
have beon able to go on paying freely 
our one-tenth of one per cent, for all 
time, if too many people had not found 
out that the impost did not exist south 
of the Yang-king-pang, and in tho end 
we had to abolish the dues also. Another 
matter has now ariseu in which wo are 
considerably interested; a matter 
which we think fully justifies our 
breaking’the usual rule of abstention 
from interference in the affairs of 
our neighbours, We allude to the dis- 
graceful condition of the French 
Sicoawei Road. 














For very many years Siccawei has 
been the turning-point of those who 
wished to take a long drive or ride or 
walk from Shanghai. It is a pleasant 
distance from the Bund in pleasant 
country. It is on the way to our nearest 
object of interest, the Loong-wha 
Pagoda, and on the way to the Hills. 
It lias attractions of its own of very 
coutrasted characters, in the Jesuit 
establishment and the Hermitage. 
Unlike the Bubbling Well in one 
direction or the Camp in the other, it 
had the advantage of being connected 
with Shanghai by two very diverse 
roads, and it was pleasaut to go out 
by one and return by the other. Both 
roads lie outside the actual Settlements, 
but it has been the rule to keep them 
in order with Municipal funds, and 
there las been a sort of tacit agree- 
ment that the French Settlement 
should pay the expenses of tle one road 
and this community those of the other, 
both roads being used indiscriminately by 
all comers. Thero was a rough justice 
in this which so commended itself to 
all that no written agreement was ever 
necessary; but this excellent under- 
standing has now been rathlessly 
violated by the French Council. They 
have refused of Inte to effect any 
repairs to the road, and it bas fallen 
into what is really a disgraceful 
condition, so that it is almost impass- 
able by wheeled vehicles. 

We anderstand—we have not tho 
records of the French Council before 
us, so that we can only sponk from 
hearsay,—that the Council found not 
long since that the road had got into 
such « condition that a large sum was 
required to put it into a passable condi- 
tion. Before deciding to spond this 
sum, they investigated their title to the 
road, and found that they had none 
whatever. They applied to the ‘'aotai 
to give them a title to the road, point. 
ing out that it had been made practi- 
cable for carriages by French engiueors 
during the rebellion, and had been 
subsequently widened by the addition 
of astripof land voluntarily surrendered 
by the contiguous landowners. Tho 
Tootai roplied that there had been a 
Government road there from time 
immemorial aud that it was impossible 
for him to surrender it to foreigners. 
He was much obliged for the care and 
money that the French had for years 
expended on it, He thought it showed 
that they were o philanthropic and 
gouerally meritorious people, but be 
could uot give the road up to them. 
The Council answered in effect that 
for the future he could keep the road 
in order himself and they should save 
their money and get a uew road for 
themselves. 

We think that this is a grave 
mistake. It is a wise remark of 
Hesiod’s that “the half is more than 
the whole.” In this case the Council 
have asked for the ownership of the 
road, and in the end the community 
have lost it altogether. It does not 











really mattor to any one who owns tho 





road. If the Taotai is right, as we 
believe he is, in asserting that it has 
always been a Goverament road, he 
could never shut it up, and its con. 
venience to the people who, on the 
strength of its existence, have bought 
Iand along it, and to the public 
generally, amply repaid the money 
anonally spent on it. Foreigners 
should be anxious to set an example of 
liberality and public spirit to tho 
natives round them. It is a petty spite 
to allow the road to become useless 
because the Taotai will not give up 
what it is not in bis powor to grant. 
It is, too, to a certain extent unfair to 
tho Municipality which maintains for 
tho general benefit all the other ont- 
side ronds. ‘Thore may be more valid 
reasons for the action of the Fronch 
Council than those wo have heard ; if 
not, we trast they will soon reconsider 
their action, 


THE SUPPLEMENTARY TREATY BETWEEN 
GERMANY AND CHINA, 
‘Taere is one point in connection with 
the form of the German treaty which 
well deserves the serious attention of 
all those who take any interest in the 
relations between foreign countries and 
China, As regards the'subject matter 
of the treaty we have already said 
almost all that has to be said; indeed, 
there is scarcely anything worthy of 
comment. The permission to stop at 
Woosung to embark or discharge 
merchandise, especially when read in 
connection with the special stipulations, 
seems to put the matter, if anything, 
on a worse footing than at present, 
‘The reference to bonded warehouses is 
not open to the same objection, but it 
does not amount to much. ‘That goods 
which are imported into any of the 
open ports and re-exported sball not 
be subject to duty is a poiat of vital 
importance, bat whether such business 
is carried on by means of bonded 
warehouses or by the merchants paying 
daty on importing and reociving it 
back on exporting the goods, even if 
the drawback be only paid in the 
form of a certificate available for 
subsequent payments of daty, is only 
a detail. It is an important detail, no 
doubt, but when it has been settled 
that the Goverument are in truth to 
receive no duty on such goods, it 
is hardly necessary or expedient for 
the “High contracting parties ” 
to decide the special mean to be 
adopted for giving facilities to traders 
without injuring the Customs revenue, - 
and unless the regulations regarding 
bonded warehouses be conceived in a 
liboral spirit they will prove but o 
slight boon to merchants. 
Bat it is not with the substance of 
the treaty that we purpose to deal at 
present. What we wish to draw atten- 
tion to is the form in which the treaty 
is composed of concessions by the 
two parties to it, even to the extent of 
making each Article consist of two con- 
cessions which apparently are intended 
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to balance each other. If auy one idea 
more than another can give rise to 
difficulties in our dealings with the 
‘Chinese it is the idea that ali agrec- 
ments or treaties must consist of a 
series of concessions in which each 
party gives up something in return for 
something surrendered by the other. 
Tn individual transactions erch man 
vaturally looks after bis own interest, 
and it is undeniable that in tho arranging 
of treaties the duty of each Plenipoten- 
tiary is to protect the interests of the 
nation which he represents; but it is 
nevertheless true that those treaties 
stand upon the firmest foundation 
whore the terms are advantageous to 
both parties. It is true that after 
war, and sometimes on other 
occasions, one party may demand 
from the other some concession which 
boars hardly upon it and may, according 
to circumstances, enforce its demand by 
throats of an appeal to arms or may 
purchase compliance by the surrender 
of some right, but such arrangements 
fare, or ought to be, exceptional. The 
idea that the advantage which one 
party derives from a bargain is neces- 
sarily measured by the loss to the other 
party is one which is deeply rooted in 
many minds, bat which is none the 
Jess utterly erroveous, All legitimate 
business is advantageous to beth parties. 
This may not bo the caso in each 
separate transaction, bat wherever a 
system of busiuess is such that the 
gain of one party involves a loss on 
the part of the other, such business is 
illegitimate or at best ia an excreacence 
on legitimate trading. ‘The same priv- 
ciple holds good in diplomacy, and 
those treaties only can be looked upon 
‘as satisfactory where the terms are 
advantageous to both contracting 
parties. 

In the present instance, so far from 
there having been an attempt made to 
show that China aud Germany were 
anxious to enter into a friendly 
arrangement for the benefit of their 
nationals and of the world at large, 
the principle of mutual concession 
has been forced in, apparently with 
the greatest difficulty, and, it must be 
added, with very indifferent success. 
The German coucession, for instance, in 
Article V., relating to German ships 
not making uso of Chinese flags and 
Chinese-owned ships not making use 
of Gorman flags, is most perplexing. 
TE it be @ concession at all it is as much 
Chinese as German, but we fancy that 
in future as in the past if any case 
tarns up of a ship flying a German 
flag, the point at issue will not bo 
whether or not a Chiueso ship cau fly 
such a flag, but whether or not the ship 
is German. 

From beginning to ond, indeed, the 
system of mutual surrender of rights 
inatead of matual increase of friendly 
intercourse has been pressed into the 
treaty ina manner which is much to 
be deplored, and which will go far to 
strengthon the opinion held by many 
influential Chinese that whenever a 





foreigner wants anything it is self- 
evideut not only that it will be 
advantageous to the foreigner, but that 
it must be disadvantageous to the 
Chinese, and in this way the form of 
the treaty may do more to injure foreign 
intercourse with Chinese thau all its 
substance can do to advaveo it. It 
is true that mutual concessions are 
sometimes necessars, and when this is 
the case they should of course be clearly 
stated and this brings us to one point 
connected with the substance of the 
troaty which we think is open to objec- 
tion. The German concession attached 
to the first Article is at first sight so 
an arrangement that it hardly 
like a concession at all, aud if 
not commented on way perhaps find 
its way into: other treaties. It is to 
the effect that where privileges are 
grauted to other uutions, subject to 
certain stipulations, the Gorman nation 
under the “most favoured uation” 
clause of its treaties can only claim 
similar privileges subject to like stipula- 
tious, It is perfectly clear that if 
Chiua gave permission to one nation to 
import certain goods subject to a 
specific duty auother nation could never 
claim a right to import them free, but 
whero privileges couuected with one 
branch of trade are granted to a uation 
in return for concessions connected with 
another, it might bea mere farce to 
offer similar privileges to  auother 
nation subject to the same terms, aud 
matters might be so worked as to render 
the “most favoured nation” clause 
ungatory, In a general way, it may 
be said that where the stipulations are 
directly connected with the privileges 
it is fair that they should be imposed 
on all nations alike, but whore this is 
not the caso it would be unfair in fact 
though appareutly fair in words to 
treat all uations in a precisely similar 
manner. We trust that in any future 
treaties this point may receive more 
attention that it appears to have 
received in the presont instance. 














THE LOOCHOO DISPUTE. 


Tae rival claims of China and Japan 
for the group of the islands of Loochoo 
remain unsettled, aud indeed the 
national susceptibilities of the two 
Empires haze been so much excited 
that any endeavours of neutral Powers 
to bring about reconciliation by arbitra- 
tion would at the present time be in vain. 
It is known that while the alarms of 
the impending war sith Russia Insted 
the Peking statesmen were, under the 
stress of force majeure, willing to cede 
for some nominal consideration the best 
of the islands to Japan, as the price at 
which Japanese neutrality could be 
obtaiued. For this end negotiations 
went on in both Peking and Tokio, 
but the Chinese wore suspicious, and 
the Japanese Ministers were peremptory. 
Suddenly, before any final agreement 
had been made, Tséng’s treaty of peace, 
‘Tso's arrival at Peking, and the unwise 
petulanee of Mr. Shishido, the Japaueso 





Envoy—three concurrentcircamstances 
—had the effect of bringing about the 
complete withdrawal of all overtures 
made by China in the days of her 
anxieties. Mr, Shishido returned to 
Tokio, where the Chinese Envoy Ho.still 
tarries after many leave-takings. The 
two nations are estranged just as they 
were at the time of tho filibustering 
raid on Formosa. The position of affairs 
is this. China will not renonuce what 
she holds to be her ancient rights, and 
regards the annexation of the Loochoos 
ag n fingitious act. Japan justifies hor 
sudden nction of annexation by citing 
the old submission of the little island 
kingdom to the Prince of Satzuma, 
the hollow forms ‘of the Chinese 
suzorniuty, aud the real inconveuience 
of political relations before the deposi. 
tion of the late King. Tho islands 
have a strategic importance to 
China; the chief trade, however, is 
with Japan, which grows but little 
sugar and imports all that tho 
Loochoos can produce. The annexation 
mast not be cousidered per se. It is tho 
more aggravating becanse it followed 
the hostile acts of Japan towards 
China in Formosa and later in Coren, 
and the irritation of China is kept 
alive by the belief that if war had 
occurred with Russia Japan would 
probably have taken tho opportunity of 
China’s distresses to occupy Formosa, 
Tho rights of tho rival claimants to 
suzerainty are of almost equal yaluo 
in a dinlectic sense. Japan doponds 
on the prodacts of the island aud bas 
had, since the submission to Satzuma, a 
real hold, The legal claims of China 
are known to be valid aud unbroken, 
If even the two Empires resort to tho 
arbitrament of skilled jadges, the proofs 
of ench side will be numerous, tho 
investigation will be Inborious, and 
decision difficult. The balance of 
historical evidence is held to be in 
favour of China, but the virtual 
possession by Japan has been Jong and 
undisturbed. In the meanwhile, the 
Chinese national spirit has beou oxcited 
and a good pretext was found for 
commencing the necessary improve. 
ment for developing the militant. 
power of Chiun; particularly there is 
another reason for the unfriendliness 
of the two Empires, in tho ‘question 
of Corean relations. In 1876 Japan, 
which had reason for complaint 
against Coren, sent an armed oxpedi- 
tion to demand reparations. Apology 
was made, and Mr. Inonye—now 
Minister of Japanese Foreign Affaira 
—extorted a treaty whose thorough. 
ness would horrify the estimable 
Governor of Hongkong and tho 
disinterested Sir E, J. Reed. Tho 
Japanese treaty contemptuously ignored 
tho suzerain rights of China, and 
established an effectual coutrol over 
the external policy of the Corean king. 
dom. ‘The treaty, however, has no 
value whatever, and whenever it suits 
England, or France, or Gormauy, or 
Italy, or the United States to deal 
with Corea, tho Japanese rights of 
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interference will be treated as non- 
existent, or as impudent prolensions. 
Nor will Russia, when the time 
comes to occupy Lnzaroff, allow Japan 
to meddle in the matter. We hear 
that the Peking Councils have 
advised the Corean Government 
to open various ports to foreign 
intercourse. It is doubtful whether for- 
eigners would profit by this permission, 
as tho trade, whether in native products 
or foreign goods, will not justify the 
costs of diplomatic or Consular super- 
vision, It will be well, however, if 
the various naval’ Powers could open 
communicatious with Seoul, because, 
although trade may be of no value, at 
some near time the Pacific shores of 
the peninsula will acquire political 
importance, and may even become the 
scenes of momentous events. 





THE OPIUM QUESTION. 
‘Tae opium question has been so well 
veutilated that it is very difficult to 
find anything new to say about it, and 
this was undoubiedly the caso with the 
few members who addressed the House 
of Commous on 29th April last. There 
is so much floating philanthropy in 
England ready to attach itself to au 
thing approprinte that the wonkest 
cause cau got some snpport if it is 
supposed to be on the side of humanity ; 
and to this we must attribute the 
success of tho teototal organisations, 
the aborigines-protection societies, the 
auti-vivisection associations, the 
opium-abolishing leagues, whose appeals 
and subscription lists fll a large 
expnuse in the Home daily papers. At 
tho boltom of the support of these 
institutions for meddling with other 
poople’s business lies the disposition 
many men have to 











Compound for sins they are inclined to, 

By damning those they have uo =nind to, 
This class of enthusiasts is little 
proue to examining judicially the 
facts of the thing they condemu 
80 noisily; and they often have a 
success which their efforts aro far 
from deserving because thoir attack 
is oredited with indopendence, while 
dofonders aro always believed to be 
interested. ‘The war against the opiam 
traffic has been strenuously aided by 
the missionaries because they recognise 
in it an unansworable ronson for the 
small progress they make in China, 
Unfortunately there is a large section 
of people at Homo who consider it 
their duty to make other poople con- 
form to their staudard of morality, 
and they take much comfort from the 
almost unanimous diatribes of the 
missionary clergy against opium. At 
times this feeling finds a champion in 
the House of Commons ; this champion 
on the 29th of April Inst was Mr. 
J. Pease. He brought forward a 
resolution stating that the opium traffic 
was immoral as regards India and 
degrading to China; that the revenue 
obtained by. India from it might 





with care be dispensed with; that it 
was our duty to join the Chinese at 
once in suppressing the traffic. He 
proved again the point which needs no 
proving, that the abuse of opium is 
harmful, and he relied mainly on the 
evidence of Sir Rutherford Alcock, 
whom people here wiil not think quite 
so high an authority as Mr. Pease 
evidently does. ‘The unfortunate treaty 
between China and America, which has 
just been ratified, he brought in as a 
proof that the Chinese were honest in 
their expressed desiro to put an end to 
the trade, Hoe probably was not aware 
that America bas no opium traffic to 
abandon and that the Chinese steamer 
company, largely owned and directed 
by high officials of the Empire, has 
not yet begun to refuse to mako 
a profit by carrying the condemned 
drug. He owned that a large 
quantity of opium was actually grown 
in China, but ho led his hearers 
to believe that if the British Govern- 
ment probibited the export of opium 
from India, the Chinese would eradicate 
the poppy from their soil, an opinion 
which, we imagine, few residents in 
China share. His supporters repeated 
his arguments, His opponents relied 
chiefly oa tho impossibility of finding 
& substitute for the revenue that would 
ixth of the 
the opium trade wero 
suspeuded; and Mr. Onslow pointed 
out that the objection to Chinese 
immigration in Califoruia and Australia 
Iny in the fact that they were too 
euergetic and industrious: that the 
eral consumption of opium 
ese people neither checked 
their energies abroad nor the increase of 
population at home, But the strongest 
opposition to the resolution came from 
the Marquis of Hartington, whose 
speech is, as usual, a model of clear 
reasoning aud sound common sense. He 
reiterated the revenue argument, which 
is indeed unanswerable, and pointed out 
how absurd it would be for India, at 
the bidding of certain sentimentalists 
in England, to give up one-sixth of 
her revenue and do no good to China. 
He quoted the authorities who hold, 
and with reason, that it is only the 
abuse of opium that is injurious, and 
showed that as the total cousumption 
of opium in China is ouly enongh for 
ten per cent. of the population if 
smoked to excess, the actual proportion 
of people injared by its abuse must be 
trifling. He referred to the able 
letter to the Times from Shanghai 
on the subject, showing that in the 
west of China opium-smoking has 
prevailed for actually hundreds of 
years ; and he explained the canse of 
delay in the ratification of the Chefoo 
Convention. But his strougest argument 
was derived froma telegram sent Home 
by Sir Thomas Wade in January last. 
Sir Thomas mentioned that he had 


























been to tho Tsung-li Yaméo, and had 
asked the Miuisters whether the 
Chinese Government really sympathised 
with tho officials who wanted to tax 





opium ont of consumption or with those 
who were working to increase its sale. 
The Ministers were unable to answer. 
They would like to stop opium-smoking, 
bat it could not be done by the Govern- 
ment. They had no idea of abolishing 
the trade at present. The people gener- 
ally were wedded to the use of opium, 
and its condemnation must come from 
the people. If the export from India 
were stopped the opium would be pro- 
duced elsewhere ; there would be a loss 
to the revenue and’no benefit to the 
country. We now and then get a 
glimpse like this of the statesmanship 
that still exists in the Teung-li Yamén, 
aud this confession of the rulers of 
China should be a sufficient answer to 
the anti-opium association. 


SIR HARRY PARKES AND THE “ATLANTIC 
MONTHLY.” 

‘Tue May number of the Atlantic Monthly 
contains an article called the “Martyr- 
dom of au Empire,” which is a good 
specimen of inconsequential abuse of 
England and Eoglishmen in general 
and Sir Harry Parkes in particular, 
The writer states that having spent 
ten years in Japan he bas had to listen 
to so many mistaken opinions of its 
condition, that he resolved to attempt 
to eulighton his countrymen, and to 
discharge his soul of the trath concern- 
ing the Kingdom of the Rising Sun 
aud the monstrous doings of Englis 
men there. And, granting the posses- 
sion of a soul to Mr. EB. H. House, 
the author of the artiole, it was pradent 
in him to endeavour to rid it of the 
malice, nncbaritableness, and ignor- 
ance which he has contrived to cram 
into some dozen pages of the Adlantio, 
But we are puzzled to see what good 
the editor of the magazine proposed to 
himself when he found space for it, or 
how he permitted an attack so wide 
of the cruth as that on Sir Harry 
Parkes to appear. 

‘Aftor praising, as it deserved, the 
manner in which the great Govern- 
mental and other reforms were carried 
through, and contrasting the position of 
Japan then with its present condition, 
tho writer states that she is now “in tho 
plainest words destitute, of money, as 
nearly penniless as a nation can be, and 
yet preserve the outward decencies of 
existence,” and he undertakes to show 
that this bas come about by “tho 
oversights of the unwary,” and the 
“malignant machinations of the 
unfriendly,” to the “utter consternation 
of those most deeply interested—the 
rulers of the Empire.” The unfriendly 
aro the English, aud, chiefly, the several 
representatives of Great Britain, with 
Sir Harry Parkes as head malignant 
machinator, for the Ministers of the 
other European Powers aro either 
reflectors of the English policy or sail 
in “ the wake” of porfidious Albion “as” 
what the writer calla “a matter of 
commercial instinct.” The United 
States, we are led to infer by Mr. 
House, have been nearly, but not quito 
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as bad as the European nations in 
their dealings with Japav, and he 
seoms to have had tho intention of 
making out that the American Ministers 
have always been animated by loftier 
feelings than their old world colleagues. 
Bat the force of accidents has been 
against these purer diplomatists, 
taking, now the form of the “untoward 
fate” which deprived the United States 
of the services of Mr. Townsend 
Harris, and, again, the additional clause 
which the President inserted in the 
treaty entered into by Mr. Bingham 
some three years ago, which made the 
“treaty inoperative until all the other 
Powera should conclude a similar 
agreemont;” andas England would uever 
consent, says Mr. House, to do this, 
and coald ouly be brought to it under 
the pressure of an examplo from the 
United States, he asserts that the 
original draft should have been tora 
up and the pieces seut back rather 
than that the additional and saving 
clause shonld have been inserted at 
Washingtov, 

Tho gist of the charges against 
English dealings with Japan is, that 
from the time of the signing of the first 
treaty by Lord Elgin we have selfishly 
and unfairly sought to force our 
manufactures on the people without 
payment of adequate Customs dues, 
and that Sir Harry Parkes bas been an 
unscrapulons instrument in effecting 
our unjast ends. A contrast is drawn 
between the first tariff arranged by 
Mr. Townsend {Harris aud that whieh 
Lord Elgin obtained the consent of 
the Tycoon to, shortly afterwards, Me, 
Harris fixed the duties on imports at 
twenty por cent., a generosity which is 
porhaps explainable by the fact that the 
United States did uot then, if they do 
now, produce manufactures suitable to 
the Japaneso markets, Again, England 
is blamed for refusing to consent to a 
revision of the trealy which would 
result more favourably to the interests 
of Japan, and the other treaty Powers 
are cengured either for following her 
example, or for having only selfish 
objects in view. Tho nefarious policy 
of England is declared to have paralysed 
uativetrade and ruined many industries; 
to have mainly brought about the penni- 
less condition of the country, and 
inflicted many and grievous injuries 
on the Empire aud the people. We 
have read the same accusations in nearly 
the same words against England’s 
dealings with other parts of the world, 
and they do uot trouble our conscienices 
much, Iu the case of Japan we aro 
assured in our own mind that the 
prosont financial difficulties of the 
Governmeut have not been brought 
about by the unfairness of the Castors 
tariff, or our general dealings with the 
country, but by the mistakes, to put 
the matter civilly, of the official class, 
and: also, we admit, by the expenses 
which have been forced upon the 
Government by the rebellion, and the 
necessity to be prepared fur the defeuco 
of theIslands. But there is nothiug in 








the condition of Japan which need 
cause alarm, or is irremediable if 
her rulers will only adopt common 
sense measures of reform and retrench 
their expenses instead of trying the 
nostrums of adventurers, native and 
foreign, which only expose the country 
to ridicule and result in severe loss. 
Aud, above all, if they will desist from 
mischievous interference with trade ; 
encourage the industry, instead of 
stimulating the speculative tendencies 
of their countrymen, and abandon the 
foolish hopes that difficulties into which 
they have brought the uation can be 
overcome, or in any way alleviated, by 
resorting to methods, which, when 
tried by other countries, have always 
increased tho evil they were meant to 
remove. 

According to the author of the 
“Martyrdom of an Ewpire,” Sir Harry 
Parkes is a traculent conspirator against 
the best interests of Japan, aud uttorly 
unscrupulous in his dealings so long as 
they promote the “glory of England” 
generally, and are “for the benefit of 
its trade.” Some of his acts, official and 
personal, are related at great length, 
and the writer says they can neithor 
be forgotten nor forgiven by the 
Japanese. ‘These, if they were only 
true, would make him uot only a 
ruthless diplomatic monster, something 
like the Pitt who haunted the mind of 
the first Napoleon, bat a bully or 
worse. How such writing as that inthe 
description of Sir Harry found its way 
into a magazine of standing is more 
than we can guess, Why, and at 
whose instance, the article came to be 
written, might possibly be ascertained 
at Tokio.

NEWCHWANG. 

Samuel McUlly and John Thompson, 
able seamen, Robert Thompson, William 
Heron and William Barnett, firemen, part 
Of s.s. Qakland’s crew, were charged in 
H.M.’s Consular Court on the 13th inst., 
before W. S. Ayrton, Esq., with refusing 
duty. Some of them had already been 
taken before the Court on Saturday, the 
Lith inst. Now it appears that the steamer 
was prevented yesterday from proceeding 
to sea, and the only reason assigned by 
the prisoners for such obstinate conduct 
was that they wanted to be sent back to 
England, William Burnett, a stout, good- 
looking young fellow of about 25, who had 
the appearance of an exceedingly well-fed 
man, was the only one who seemed to think 
that in the matter of sugar, a few onnces 
of the staple less than he was entitled 
to were dealt out ; but he admitted that 
the crew had plenty of fresh meat and 
bread, and that potatoes were supplied 
without any allowance being deducted 
from other portions of food. In fact, to an 
unbiassed spectator it appeared that there 
was not avy reasonable ground for the 
refusal of duty. The men were simply 
bent on getting sent Home by hook or by 
crook, and were determined not to do an; 
more work. The consequences of their 
conduct were very clearly explained to 
them. On H.M.’s Consul pointing out to 
them that the steamer had already lost 
‘24 hoars throngh them, Wm, Burnett said : 
“Tt is not our fault, because we told you 














on Saturday we should not do any more 
work. We have made up our minds and 
will stick to it.” 

vi All five men were sentenced to a month’s 
imprisonment with hard labour.

FOOCHOW. 

In the City, a few days ago, about fifty 
or sixty Chinese who had been caught in 
the act of shaving their heads, were 
sentenced to receive a bambooing ‘and to 

ay a fine of 3,000 cash each for having 
Bioteyed tho Imperial command not to 
shave their heads for one hundred days, 
and upon liberation, their heads were 
painted and varnished. 

‘A new piece of roguery on the part of 
the Chinese has lately come to light. It 
seems that large quantities of matches are 
purchased in Hongkong for re-export to the 
coast ports, ‘These matches upon coming 
into the hands of the Hongkong trader, 
undergo a strange metamorphosis. Empty 
boxes are largly counterfeited, the material 
and labels coming from Europe, and are 
filled in the following manner, ‘The original 
packages of matches are opened, the 
contents of each box are taken out, and the 
boxes are then refilled; but not in the 
original manner, ‘The method employed in 
filling the boxes is thus :— Two matches 
are laid across each other in the form of an 
X at the bottom of the box, then a few 
matches ate loosely placed in regular order 
upon these two crossed matches ; another 
X is thon formed and the box is then filled. 
‘An average box of matches contains about 
sixty matches, but undergoing the above 

rocess of repacking, that number is teduced 
by one-third, and every gross of matches 
thus sold afford a profit of six dozen boxes, 
or an illegitimate profit of jifly 
‘Truly the ways of the ‘ Heathen Chis 
ave wonderful, 

“Tea.—A. large business has beon passing 
daily as will be seen from our statistics 
below, but the only noticeable change has 
been in tho common lines of Congou, which 
havo declined until purchases aro being 
made for the London market. Scente 
teas have also been extensively taken at 
full prices.

MACAO. 

‘Phe Wei Sing lottery farm at Macao was 
put up to auction on Saturday last at the 
new Government Offices, quondam “ Cereal 
Palace.” Great interest was taken in the 
matter, as it was reported that the rate 
paid by the present monopolists ($401,000) 
would be doubled, and that staunch com- 
petitors were coming from Hongkong and 

Janton to bid. It was also current that: 
somo of the conditions fixed by the Govern- 
ment would be materially changed, so that 
when proceedings began and Governor 
Graga, as "president of the ‘ Exchequer 
Board,” declare? that the auction was to be 
held strictly under theconditions previously 
framed by the Government, a thrill of 
satisfaction was felt. ‘The upset price was 
$401,000 for the term of three years,.and 
50 soon as this was announced $500,000 
was offered. ‘The bidding, only between 
tavo sets of competitors, say the old Macao 
farmers and the uew blood from Hongkong, 
or the Macao and Hongkong teams, was 
very brisk, particularly on the part of the 
last-named, who went at the rate of 
$5,000 to $10,000 at a time until $900,000 
was reached. The Hongkong team under 
able leaders remained firm and cool, while 
signs of consternation were evident in the 
other side, When $960,000 was bid by 
the Hongkong team, time was called, and 
after a brief consultation the Macao team 
came to the scratch determined to fight 
to the last, but notwithstanding all the 
sympathy they had on their side they did 
notstteceed in pulling over their adversaries. 
At £980,000 (Hongkong side) one of the 
Macao captains came out, as it was thought, 
with a “quasher” of §1,000,000. Tableau! 
A murmur of admiration came from the 
ense crowd, Alas! that big word “million” 
was hardly pronounced when a million 
and five thousand came from the opposing 
party. Consternation again ; fresh combina 
tions, exit A. B consults C and Oo., 
and in the end a supreme effort is made— 
$1,010,000 is bid, but to be immediately 
capped by $1,015,000, This proved a 
settler, and the brave Hongkong team 
remaitied masters of the field. 

This is another triumph for # 
tration of Governor Graga, wh 
uniform courte to all nationalities, trict 
impartiality, and sueoir faire, well deserved 
the success he has achieved, That this 
increase of revenue should be wholly applied 
towards the improvement of Macao, and 
specially of its harbour, is the sincere’ wish 
of all the inhabitants of this loyal colony.— 
Daily Press Cor.

riod of relationship betweon Russia and 

hina, Madame Lessofsky accompanies 
the Admiral, and it is probable their stay 
in this part of Japan will be prolonged. 

‘A correspondent at Constantinople writes 
that a Japaneso Commission, consisting 
of Mr, Yoshida Masahara (Chief Commis- 
sioner), Mr, Yokoyama (Secretary), and 
Captain Furukawa (Attaché), had beon 
staying there for some weeks, and had just 
left. ‘They came by way of Persia, where 
they had beon staying over four monthi 
making Teheran their head-quartere, 
‘Their object had been to creato commercial 
relations and to extend the tea trade, 
The Commissioners wore well reooived by 
the Shab, aud by the Sultan, and insti- 
tuted preliminaries for treaties with the 
two countries, In Constantinople, the 
Sultan invited the Commissioners to dinner, 
and bestowed upon each the Order of the 
Medjidié. ‘They also received from the 
Shah the decoration of the Order of the 
Lion and Sun. 

‘The proceedings in the suit of Da Roza 
v. Goto Shojiro, the reports of which 
have created so much surprise and regret, 
have been brought to an abrupt termina 
tion by a decision of the Court dismissing 
the plaint. The public will remember that 
the plaintif’s Counsel demanded the return 
of the documents exhibited in the cause, 
documents on which the plaintiff's action 
mainly depended. Whether this request 
was complied with or not we cannot 
positively state; but we understand -the 
documents are impounded by the Court. 
‘Tho plaintiff has, of course, an appeal ; 
but as he is a Portuguese subject strict 
adherence to the provisions of the treaty 
may be more useful than following the 






































procodure of Courts not recognised by that 
treaty. 
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‘The month of June, says the Gazette, 
finds us with our tea market in full ‘swing, 
and, despite the check which the tea plants 
suffered under from the long and inclement 
epring, at the present moment settlements 
exceed settlements at corresponding period 
last year for Yokohama by, in round 
numbers, some 3,000 piculs.” Admitting 
that Kobe shows a deficiency in comparison 
with last year’s settlements, still there is 
not the slightest ground upon which to 
base an estimate of a short export for 
current season in comparison with last. 
‘Telegrams apparently have been sent 
to New York, intimating that from native 
sources of information the available 








amount for export for current season is | 


estimated at 30 per cent. under that of 
past 1880-81, which, in round figures, 
amounted to 40,000,000 Ibs. The effect of 
such a message, were it based on truth, 
would no doubt enable some of our 
“phungers” at this side to perhaps come 
out with flying colours, but when this 
estimate of an export of 28,000,000 Ibs. 
for current season is carefully considered 
then its puerility becomes — palpably 
apparent, 

thas been no secret that the culture of 
tea for the last four years has been a paying 
venture to the first party interested, the pro- 
ducer, and therefore the area of tea planta- 
tions has steadily increased; and that 
theso plantations year by year atford a 
larger amount of leaf available for export. 
Prices this season have on the average 
opened higher than last year and at the 
present moment are fully $3 over rates 
ruling last June. This fact early in the 
season is not likely to curtail the efforts of 
teamen to obtain a full crop, and should 
ideas in America to any extent warrant the 
operations of some three or four buyers 
here, there seems overy probability of 
an increased export for current season. 
Another feature in our export, apparent 
only within the last two ‘or three 
years, is the shipment of tea on native 
Account by the varions “sho-sha” or 
* trading companies ” should prices offered 
by foreigners fall to a low level ; and this 
may ensure an ample export from this 
country despite foreign buyers almost 
suspending operations. Tho present out- 
look for the prospects of the current season 
are extremely gloomy, and it seems neces- 
sary that we in Japan must pass through 
tho same severo ordeal undergone some 
years since by China tea shippers, before 
we can hope for business to be done on 
anything like a safe mercantile basis.

The U.S.S. Alert arrived somewhat 
unexpectedly, on the 11th inst., from the 
Bonin Islands. The Alert was employed 
own there surveying, when her executive 
officer, Lieut. H.C. Hunter, was attacked 
by fever. Ashe gradually got worse, the 
ship returned to Yokoliama, with the 
intention of sending him to the Naval 
Hospital here. Unfortunately, however, 
Lieut. Hunter died before arriving here. 
The deceased officer, who was much 
esteemed by his comrades, entered the 
service in Sept. 1863, and attained the rank 
of lieutenant in March, 1871. The funeral 
obsequies took place the following day in one 
of the buildings of the U.S. Naval Hospital, 
which had been fitted up as a mortuary. 
‘Tho services were attended by the various 























Admirals, and a large contingent of officers 
from each of the men-of-war in port, the 
Consul-General of the United States, 
&c., &e. The band of the French flag- 
ship Thémis was also present, and 
performed in the intervals, ‘The body of 
the deceased officer has been embalmed, 
and will be taken baek to the United States 
in the U.S.8. Richmond

in the majority of cases at all eveuts, are 
the rest of the oflicers. The Mitsu Bishi 
Company is to be congratulated upon its 
felicitous selection of gentlemen who, while 
thoroughly performing their responsible 
uties, are not forgetful of the amenities 
of social life, and of those little courtesies 
which help to change a dull sea voyage 
into a pleasant excursion, We have had 
no experience of any service, nor have we 
heard of any, where greater attentions are 
paid, to pastengers, than by tho MMiteu 

ishi Company. 

We hop2 we shall not mar the effect of 
a few grateful words of recognition, by 
pointing out to the Mitsu Bishi Company 
a grievance which foreign travellers have a 
prima facie ground to complai 
that foreign passengers are obliged to pay 
for their passages in silver, whilea Japanese 
is only called upon for currency. ‘Thus, 
while both enjoy equal privileges on board, 
the foreigner actually pays more than the 
native by from 50 to $0 per cent., according 
to the course of exchange, Distinctions 
such as these can scarcely be defended. If 
the passage rates were fixed when currency 























































was at par, the native passenger now 
benefits, the Company loses, and the 
foreign’ passenger is, or will believe 








himself to be, taxed to make up the defi- 
ciency. Admitting that the depreciation 
of the currency is at the root of this, 
unsettling all contracts and this among 
the number, still the objection is not the 
less forcible. For instance, the Company 
would never think of stating on its fare 
tables that the passage money to Shang- 
ai is $55 for a foreigner and §35 for a 
japanese. Such a distinction would be 
invidious, and certainly injurious to the 
Company's reputation for liberality ; yet in 
effect this is what is really done. Berhaps 
some method of remedying this inequality 
may be found ; we hope so, for we have in 
vain tried to find some justification for the 
practice before publicly calling attention 
to it.—From a paragraph in our Nagasaki 
news it would appear the Company has 
adopted the suggestion made by the Gazette. 


























ABSTRACT OF PESING GAZETTES. 


May 12th.—(1) Memorial from Ching 
Shou, hereditary Duke, husband of an 
Impetial Princess, and Controller of the 
Imperial Parks and Hunting Grounds. ‘The 
chief Secretary in the charge of the Nan 
Yuan or Imperial Hunting Park to the 









south of Peking, reports that on the 12th 
of Jast month, while patrolling the park 
with a captain and a company of soldiers, 
he noticed some ten or moro ba 
characters from outside, armed with guns 
and other weapons, trespassing in pursuit 
of game. He went up to them to arrest 
thom, when Yang Brh-hai, alias Yang 
Hung-hsiu, one of the gang, fired his piecd 
and struck the chief Secretary in the ribs, 
wounding another ofticer as well. A 
rush was immediately made on the poachers, 
and Yang Erh-hai and another aman were 
taken prisoners. ‘The memorialist com- 
ments soverely on the audacity of these 
ponchiers, who have darod to invade the 
imperial grounds, and he prays that ordors 
may be given for the two prisoners to 
be handed over to the Board of Punish- 
ments to be dealt with in tho most rigorous 
manner ; also that steps may be taken for 
the arrest of tho thirty-five confederates 
whose names have been given up by them, 
—For decree see Gazette of 27th April.

Majesty visits the Kitan-t8 Tien to do 
worship before the remains of Her lato 
Majesty, the Hall, which is already 
occupied by no sinall nnmber of officials, 
is further invaded by a host of sorvants 
and riff-raff who crowd into the room in 
order to obtain a sight of the Heavenly 
Person, Such proceedings, to say the 
least of it, are far from seemly, and the 
memorialist would suggest that in future, 
when His Majesty intends to visit the 
Knan-t8 Tien in person, the doors should 
not be opened before “His arrival, and 
that admittance should be given’ only 
to those officers whose duties demand their 
presence in the Hall previous to His 
‘Majesty's arrival.

(2) Postscript memorial from the Gover- 
nor of Kuangsi, reporting further on the 
caso of the manslaughter of a titular official 
by yamén underlings who kicked him in 
the ide, and requesting the dismissal of 
the Magistrate who permitted this brutality 
fon the part of his subordinates. ‘The 
occasion of the assault in question arose 
from the impounding of a junk required 
for public uso that had ‘already been 
chartered by one Féng Tsu-ch'i, A quarrel 
aroso between the runners of the Magistrate 
and the boatman in consequence of his 
refusal to obey the call to place his boat at 
the disposal of the Magistrate. Feng ‘Tuu- 
ch'i, tho alloged charterer of the boat, 
having come forward to remonstrate 
with the runners when they proceeded to 
smash the crockery and furniture of an 
inn belonging to him, the Magistrate sent 
for Feng Tsu-ch'i to the yamén, and 
robuked him for his conduct in interfering 
with the runners, Fong ‘Tsu-ch’i argued 
the point with the Magistrate, who struck 
the table with his fist, and commenced to 
abuse Féng Tsu-ch’i in strong language. 
The latter retaliated, whereupon the 
runners, with the sanction of the Magistrate, 
closed the outer doors of the Court room 
and tried to force Fong on his knees in 
front of the Magistrate. Fong objected 
to being compelled to adopt this attitude, 
which was that of a person charged with 
crime, of which he was guile, and 
struggled to free himself. 
then ordered him to be put in irons, Féng 
struggled violently against the indignity, 
and in his struggles kicked over the table at 
which the Magistrate sat, whereupon the 
Magistrate lifted his foot and kieked Feng 
in the stomach with such force that he 
died shortly afterwards.

and placed on trial for homicide.

May 17th. — (1) Postscript memorial 
from Hsi Yuan, ‘Tartar General at Nan- 
king. ‘The memorialist is in receipt of a 
report from Chi Cl’ung, a Colonel of the 
Bordered Yellow Banner Corps and officer 
in charge of the Secretary's department, to 
the effect that in the Ist year of Hsien, 
Féng, (1860), the Manchu population quar- 
tered in Nanking amounted to upwards of 
28,000 men, but after the loss of the city 
during the’ rebellion aud its subsequent 
recapture, the number did not exceed 
three hundred and a few score. At 
the close of the year 1866, the names 
of 16,139 Manchus, who had been killed 
in action or committed suicide, were 
submitted to His Majesty, and upon all 
of them posthumous inarks of compassion 
were bestowed. A further census of deaths 
caused by the rebellion was again taken in 
1873, when 6,970 names more were sub- 
mitted for the bestowal of posthumous 
marks of compassion, As, however, this 
list did not indicate the family names of 
these individuals, or the amount of ration 
each person was’ drawing, further returns 
on this head were called for. ‘The Secretary 
rogrets to state that as all the records 
were lost when the city fell into the rebel 
hands, it is impossible to furnish the 
details required. Indecd, the list of names 
has been compiled with extreme diti- 
culty, the particulars having been furnished 
from’ memory by some of the older 
members of the corps who have sury 
the troubles. ‘There are still over 
individuals, men, women and children, to 
be accounted for, but as in their case the 
whole family have disappeared it has been 
impossible to gather the requisite informa- 
tion, with the result that their souls have 
been without the comfort of sacrificial 
ministrations for all these years past. 
Under these circumstances the memorialist 
would pray that the particulars demanded 
may not be insisted upon, and that per- 
mission may be given for the erection of a 
templo in Nanking in which sacrifice may 
be offered twice a year to the spirits of the 
5,000 persons about whom no particulars 
at all can be ascertained.—Granted by 
Rescript. 

(2) Postscript memorial from the same 
rn By old regulation there were 
attached to the Banner 
‘dat Nanking, one colonel 
to each Banner, which consisted of one 
division and five cha la or companies. 
There were also forty tso ling or majors, 
eight of whom performed the double duty: 
of colonel aud major, and forty captains 
and lieutenants respectively. Iu times of 
peaco the Manchu yarrison at Nanking 
humbered over 28,000 men, but after the 
rebellion, only some three hundred and a 
fow score of Bannermen returned when the 
city was recaptured, and these were formed 
into number one companies, one to each 
Banner. At that timo there were only two 
colonels, between whom the command of 
theso eight sub-divisions was divided. In 
the years 1872 and 1876 drafts from the 
‘Manchu garrison at Ching-chow, in Hupeh, 
were sent to Nanking, and formed into 
companies numbers two and three to cach 
Banner respectively. Two colonels came 
with these drafts and they were placed in 
command of the newly-formed companies. 
The memorialist has now to report that 
there are altogether six colonels in Nan- 
king. The Blue and Bordered Blue Corps 
are short two colonels, and as these corps 
have now three cha la, or companies, they 
possess three-fifths of their proper numerical 
strength. He would, therefore, solicit 
pormission to attach those colonels to the 
two corps in question, and as the system

of placing one colonel in command of 
three reduced corps is not found expedient, 
he would beg His Majesty's sanction to 
the appointment of one colonel to each 
corps, as used to be the rule. ‘This will 
require two more colonels, there being, as 
reported, already six, and he proposes to 
select two officers for the time being to 
act as colonels, substantive appointinents 
being made as soon as companies four and 
five can be raised. Rescript.—It is noted.

INSTITUTION ST, JOSEPH. 

‘Tho musical and vocal entertainment 
given on Tuesday afternoon by 
youngest pupils of the above institution 
and modestly styled “Musical Exercises,” 
proved, as anticipated, a yreat success. The 
youthfulness, of the performers naturally 
confined them to such music as was best 
adapted to their powers of execution ; yet 
tho attendance left nothing to be desired, 

coufident were the public that a happy 
selection of pieces would permit each child 
to be heard to the best advantage. 

We arrived late, but, however, in time to 
hear Cazot’s Fantasia ‘admirably executed 
by a young lady whose studies, we hear, 
extond over a period of five months only, 

Next in order came a MBlodie, by Sehu 
mann, for four hands, performed by a pro- 
anising young pupil, whose future progress 
we shall watch with much interest. We 
listened also with much pleasure to Weber's 
Marche. also for fourhands, “‘Les Premidres 
Fleurs,” chorus performed by the youngest 
pupils, showed how much pains had been 
taken to bring the execution of this piece 
to so high a degree of perfection ; its chiof 
feature was a solo by a child whose 
age does not exceed six and a half sum- 
mers. A Sonatine in F by Beethoven was 
also well rendered, and equally so was ‘Le 
jour du Seigneur,” by Mendelssohn. 

“Lo Vrai Bonheur,” Cantata performed 
by the Inrger pupils, was c chef deuvre 
composed for this special occasion, and 
our only regret is that we are not at 
liberty to mention the name of the 
author, whoso compositions we have 
heard ‘with so much pleasure on former 
occasions. ‘The first solo in this chorus 
was exceedingly well rendered by a clever 
young vocalist whose self-possession and 
atyle gave great pleasure ; the second solo, 
third duo, and fourth’ solo were also 
remarkably well executed. 

‘The rendering of the ‘“Noces de 
Jeannette,” a composition by Croisez, alike 
jin time, style and vigour of execution, made 
it the gem of the evening. We had the 
pleasure of hearing this young lady last 
year, and the progress she has made in 
the meantime is simply marvellous. 

‘The “Printemps,” Mendelssohn's popular 
“Romance sans Parole,” and the “Chant 
du Conirebandier,” each for two hends, 
were confided to two young pupils whose 
musical talent is too well established to 
need any “praise ; still, however, we are 























inclined to criticise them a little, The 
rendering of the first of these pieces 
seemed to us to have been executed 
by the young artiste with less finish 
than usual, the melody being somewhat 
imperfectly marked. “This piece, how- 
ever, though apparently simple, requires 
most diligent study. ‘The second selection 
just mentioned gave us an opportunity 
“of observing more correctness of style 
and perfect ease in execution than is 
usually seen at the piano. ‘The piece was 
one of great brilliancy, and the first part 
we thought was admirably executed. ‘This 
young lady, whose style has so greatly 
improved, concluded the musical part of 
this most enjoyable entertainment, and 
the audience testified their appreciation by 
repeated and hearty applause, 

‘Phe comedietta that followed, and which 
was declaimed in English, was remarkable 
alike for tho extreme simplicity of the 
plot aud the juvenility of the pupils that 
took part in’ it, They not only exhibited 
great caso and self-possession, but their 
pure delivery in English, which for many 
of them was a foreign language, gave us a 
fair conception of the care bestowed upon 
each branch of their studies. 

Filiola, the little heroiue of the piece and 
a young comedienne whose features are 
familiar to many of us, kept her audience 
in a roar of laughter by her faithfut 
and mirth-provoking interpretation of the 
piece. Her mother-i Mrs. Con- 
tradictory, was equally happy in the 
rendering’ of her part, and the next, 
upon whom depended much of the success 
of the piece, was the little fairy Miroboie, 
who deserves great praise for her calm and 
dignified deportment, more especially in 
the concluding part’of her final speech, 
which was delivered in a clear voice and 
with a degree of composure hardly to be 
expected from one of her youth, We 
should not forget to mention the little 
train-bearer, and the performer of Schu- 
mann's Melodie, who, with others, did 
their parts well.

‘These special distine- 
tions, we understand, can only be obtained 
after’ three months’ of consecutive and 
arduous competition, when they remain in 
the recipients’ possession for another 
period of three months. 

To conclude, we must say that much 
credit is due to the lady whose exertions 
brought to such a high degree of perfec- 
tion this little drama, and rendered its 
delivery, in English, distinctly audible in 
the remotest corner of the Hall, 

To the Lady Superior and Lady Direc-

CRICKET. 
‘THE BUBBLING WELL ROAD v, THE SETTLEMEST. 

On Saturday morning we announced that 
the Secretary of the Shanghai Cricket Club 
had arranged a match for the afteruoon 


that would have the attraction of novelty. | 


‘The Country members of the Club were to 
measure their strength with those residing 
in the Settlement. During the morning 
two or three slight showers of drizzling 
rain fell, but it was not anticipated that 





the afternoon would turn out to be so wet 
as unfortunately it did. ‘The Cricket Club, 
like the Volunteers, have been this season 
extremely unlucky as to the weather. On 
no fewer than three occasions when matches 
have been arranged play has had to be 
postponed on account of the dampness of 
tho atmosphere. At three o'clock on 
Saturday all the players who were to 
represent ‘The Road” were in attend- 
ance, while only six of those who were 
to be the champions of the Model Settle- 
ment were on the ground. A light rain 
was then falling, but as there seemed a 
probability that it would not last long, 
it was decided to commence play, in the 
hope that before ‘ The Settlement” six had 
retired from the wickets, the other five 
members of the team would make an 
appearance. The hopeful anticipations 
indulged in as to the weather proved 
fallacious, for the rain continued with 
very few and short intermissions for 
the whole of the afternoon, The devotion 
displayed by the fielders under such 
dispiriting circumstances was certainly 
desorving of a better recompense than 
it received, but it was admired and appre- 
ciated by those who sat at ease under 
the shelter of the pavilion. The rain 
made the ground very wet and the ball 
slippery. “These circumstances were, of 
course, unfavourable for the display of 
either good fielding or bowling, whilo it 
was not to the same extent against the 
batsmen, except in so far ag causing 
the balls to “hang.” ‘To open the mateh, 
Messrs. F. and A. Anderson two of the 
representatives of the Settlement, went to 
the wickets, to face the bowling of Messrs, 
Tottie aud Harding, Mr, A. Anderaon, in 
Mr, Harding's third over, ran out to meet 
the ball and was easily’ stumped by a 
former Secretary of the Club, Mr. St. 
Croix, whose somewhat lengthy absence 
from Shanghai does not seem to have 
deprived his right hand of its cunning, 
Mr. Reynell then went in, but was soon 
disposed of, being bowled by Mr, Harding. 
He was succeeded by Mr. MeMorran, who, 
after making one run, also fell before Mr. 
Harding. ‘This made three wickets down 
for 25, of which the present Secretary 
had made 19, Mr. Sleeman then joined 
Mr. Anderson, but the latter, after 
making a few more runs, succumbed toa 
“shooter” from the sate bowler who had 
poted of his predecessors Mr, Scott 
took his place, and, with Mr. Sleeman, 
succeeded in completely demoralising the 
field, Mr. Davis took the ball from Mr. 
Tottie, while Mr, Groom relieved Mr. 
Harding. ‘The change did not improve 
matters, and leg hits came freely. Before 
the batsmen parted company the telegraph 
showed 101, when Mr. Sleoman was caught 
by Mr. Harding—4 wickets for 34 runs. 
Mr. Starkey took his place. After Mr. Scott 
had added seven to his score of 39, he was 
run out, and was succeeded by Mr, Lamond, 
Mr. Veitch soon after relieved Mr. Groom 
fag bowler, and in the first over Mr. Starkey 
gave a chance to mid-on which was not 
taken full advantage of ; but after making 
17, he was bowled by Mr. Davis, Mr. 
J.'L. Brown took the wicket left by Mr. 
Starkey, and by his usual steady play 
defeated all attempts to send him to 
pavilion. Mr. Veitch's “slows” were not 
more successful than the varied assortment 
given by his predecessors. Mr. Hutchings 
followed him and sucoveded in bowling 
Mr. Lamond, after he had made 21, Mr. 
Ruttonjee followed Mx, Lamond, but a 
‘change of bowlers soon disposed of him, as 
he was bowled by Mr. Tottie after making 
a couple of ruus, At a quarter to six 
the last wickets went down to a total score 
of 169, After so much leather-hunting in 
the rain, ‘The Road” did not feel inclined 
to take their innings. The match was 
consequently postponed for a future ocea- 
sion, when tho gentlemen of “The Road” 
apparently have their work out out for 
them,

THE SHANGHAL SAILING CLUB. 

‘As all tho yachts have not been ready 
long enough to allow of the owners taking 
ont thoi Corinthian crews, a handicap race 
was substituted for the Corinthian race 
hich it was intended should be the attrac- 
tion of tho Club for Saturday last, ‘The 
start was the usual one, over an imaginary 
lino drawn from the Police Hulk to the 
Pootung Church spire ; and the conditions 
of the race stipulated that the start was to 
tako place on the lowering of the blue- 
peter which was to be hauled up on board 
tho Polico Hulk at five minutes to one 
o'clock, and, sailing down the river and 
round the ‘uppermost foreign vessel or 
man-of-war of any nationality anchored at 
Woosung, the bouts were to lui! round 
the mark, all leaving it on the same hand 
as the leading boat, and finishing on the 
starting line. 

‘Though it was raining pretty briskly at 
the time announced for the start, there 
was a good all-sail breeze blowing. ‘This 
was the first occasion of the season that 
the mombors of the Club have been so 
favoured as regards wind, the opening 
critise and the two previous races having 
eon little more than drifting matches 
with tho tide; and the goodly number 
of nine yachts cruised off the Public 
Garden, whero, notwithstanding the rain, 
several ardent lovers of the sport assembled 
to seo thom go away. ‘The handicap was 
as follows

It has been customary for the blue-peter 
on the Police Hulk to be up five minutes 
before it is lowered for tho start, but on 
the present occasion the absolute condi- 
tions of the race did not stipulate how 
long it was to be up, and it was lowered 
after being hoisted two minutes and Bity 
seconds. ‘This was tinexpected, and a 
Aisadvantage to those who concluded that 
{t would be up five minutes, ax was shown 
by the fact that some of the boats were a 
long way up the river when it was lowered. 
‘And another drawback to two of these 
‘boats was the unskilful manner in which 
the Fearless was mancevred by the native 
Iowdah, who. seemed bent on running into 
something. By a sudden change of course, 
ho only just missed the Arvow, and shortly 
afterwards he hooked the aft gear of the Un- 
dine late Lorelei.) Meanwhile H.MLS. Pina 
(fore, which was ina mostadvantageous posi- 
‘tion at the time the blue-peter was lowered, 
had crossed the starting line and obtained 
alead of fully a quarter of a mile. ‘The 
Fairy was next to her, but she was far less 
Fortunate, as she fouled the bow of the 
Police Hulk and ripped her mainsail 
rather badly in two places. Getting clear, 
she returned to the E-wo jetty, and after 
‘an inspection of the damage she again 
started in the race, By this time, all. the

full mainsail and a working jib; and it 
was a dead beat down to Silverthorne’s 
Point. The Maid of Kent passed the 
Ariadne opposite the China Merchants 
Company's Wharf; and soon afterwards 
the Ariadne and Lillie fell behind the 
Arrow and Undine, These two latter boats 
made tack and tack together, and between 
the Naval Yard and the Tannery they 
overhauled the Maid of Kent, which then 
took fourth place; all the other boats 
were now along way behind. ‘The Undine 
went ahead of the dvvow just before reach- 
ing Collyer’s Dock, and, inaking a long leg 
‘on the starboard tack, she managed to 
weather Silverthorne’s Point, and, setting 
a large jib in place of her ‘working jib, 
she crawled down along the Hongkew 
shore, while the Pinafore, which still held 
a good lead, stood out in the middle of 
the river and was followed by the Arrow. 
The Maid of Kent and all the other boats 
as they came down, took the course steered 
by the Undine, meeting, as they did, the 
young flood tide which had commenced to 
imake up the side of the river. Passing 
the Point, large jibs were set and the 
mainsails wero cased off. The Pinafore 
had the misfortune to take the ground 
on the shoal about three-quarters of a 
mile below the Point, and before her crew 
could get her off, the Arrow was up to 
her and took the lead; the Undine now 
stood out into the stream and had a 
splendid tussle with the Pinafore down to 
Woosung. The Undine kept close on the 
stern of the Pinafore, the pair being a 
couple of hundred ‘yards behind the 
‘Arrow, while the Maid of Kent was nearly 
half a milo behind them, and the others were 
following on, the Murion fifth, Lillie sixth, 
Fairy seventh, and the Charm and Ariadne 
bringing up the rear. The last mile of the 
ran down was made against the first of the 
flood tide, and the order of the boats we have 
just given was maintained, with the excep- 
tion “that the Lillie passed the Marion, 
which took the ground near the place 
where the Pinajure had been unfortunate 
in the same way. ‘The four leading boats 
rounded the first man-of-war at Woosung 
in the following order :—

With the exception of the Lillie wo 
believe all tho others went round, but 
we did not take their time, a ‘thick 
mist making it impossible to see them 
in the distance. The three leading 
boats took a short tack to the Middle 
Groundand then auother tack close in tothe 
Hongkew shore, after which the Arrow and 
Undine made a long leg to as near the 
Middle Ground as possible, Here they 
‘came in rather dangerous proximity to each 
other, and to avoid a collision the Undine 
had to luff up in the wind, and the Arrow 
fell under her lee. The Undine then took 
the lead. Meanwhile the Pinafore, close- 
hauled, was crawling up the Hongkew 
shore in the first of the flood, and she 
obtained a good advantage of the Arrow, 
which was now in third place, and the 
Maid of Kent still fourth. The Undine, 
which is ten feet longer than the Arrow, 
maintained a strong lead, the wind being 
very suitable for her. At Half-way Point 
she was quite a quarter of a mile ahead of 





the Pinafore ; the Pinafore was about the 
same distance in front of the Arrow, and 
the Ayrow was more than a quarter of 
amile‘ahead of the Maid of Kent, which 
now hag as company the yacht that did not 
go round the mark-boat—the Lillie, Tho 
other four boats were all pretty well 
together. Passing the Point House tho 
big jibs were set, Nearing the Camp 
the ‘wind fell light, and being almost 
dead aft the mainsails were eased off and 
the jib-booms squared. No material altera- 
tion took place in the relative positions of 
the boats, and they crossed the finishing

THE CUSTOMS DIFICULTY AY SWATOW. 
We have already drawn tae attention of 
our readers to the opposition of the Chineso 
merchants of Swatow to the new Customs 
regulation as to the examination at the 


Customs jetty of all cargo arriving at that 
port. ‘The native merchants seem to havo 
adopted a similar course to that taken by 
native merchants in Shanghai in referenco 
to the new Customs regulation that was 

ed a short time ago with reference to 
all “shut-out cargo” haviug to be sont to 
the Customs jetty for re-examination, 
and have, as will be seen from the appended. 
translation of a decision they have come to, 
agreed to do no business until the objec 
tionable regulation is revoked. Private 
advices from Swatow dated the 8th inst, 
say that ‘since the 28th of May no 
agreements have been made by foreigners 
with Swatow Chinese,” We have received 
a Chineso copy of the decision arrived at 
by the Swatow merchants, but take the 
following translation from’ the columns of 
the China Mail :—
